the so-called failures in clairvoyant exam- 
Inations. This applies to Individual clair- 
voyance, In spiritual clairvoyance it is 
somewhat different, The medium is clair- 
voyant at second hand. In other words—the 
controlling spirit sees.and gives the vision 
through the medium. This control is clair- 
voyant also in certain directions, and may 
be true as the needle to the pole” in those 
directions. You now demand of the medium 
something In another direction. Do you see 
what this Involves? Either the control mast 
travel on new ground. or some othér spirit 
educated, or we should say, fitted by he na 
ural state of thelr mind to work in that di- 
rection, myst take control of a new instru- 
ment and attempt, as best they my to an- 
swer your question through a m lum to 
whom their influence fs strange. 

It is, many times, throngh these unreason- 

able demands made upon mediums that sit- 
ters fall to get satisfaction and are led to 
denounce genuine mediuma as frauds and 
impostors. 
When the true principles of psychic force, 
clairvoyance and spirit intercourse are more 
definitely defined, and more clearly onder- 
stood, we shall hear Jess of the failures and 
more of the facts relating to the development 
of the Interior soul powers of being. 

In an article in reply to certain criticisms 
on clairvoyance, which was published lu the 
RELIG ILOSOPHICAL JOURNAL about a 
year and a half since, I clearly stated the 
possible sources of error in clairvoyant ex- 
aminallons of disease, to which I would re- 
fer thosa — for light in that direction.

f|est northern declination, the angel of the 


Lord, (the constellation Perseus, with a Tork- 
ish scimeter, whose stara can be be seen 
lug just before the sun, on June 21st, turns 
him from going any farther north. The 
sun, delfied as Jesus,requires both these asses 
("whereon no man ever sat," nor never can) 
to ride to Jerusalem. 

Ti Megory of the sun standing still is a 
rare exception to'the general construction of 
myths, In this, that Instead of ni- 
fylog the gun asa man, the sun is its own 
representative, while Arles is represented b 
Joshua.

Coming Down to Things Material. 


We learn from the Chicago Tribune that 
the Baptist ministers devoted their attention 
at a late meeting held in Chicago, to the 
merits of the elght-hour question as present- 
ed by a committee from the Natiohal Eight- 
Hour Association. The committee was pres- 
ent at the invitation of the ministers, and 
comprised Messrs. Thomas E. Hill; George A. 
Sebilling and William Gleason. 

Mr. HHI opened the discussion by asserting 
that 25,000 wageworkers were idle in Chicago 
at various times last year, 8,000 jn Detrolt, 
35,000 In New York, and 15,000 tn’ Pittsburg. 
The remedy for this state of affairs was 
shorter hours. It would give more men work 
and offset the enforced Idleness of men who 
had been thrown out of work by the intro- 
duction of labor-»aving machinery. “The 
manufacturers cry out," sald Mr. Hill,“ that 
the way to offset the rapid work of a machine 
Is to open up new fields to 4Ispose of the pro- 
duet, but they forget or overlook the fact 
that shorter hours of labor would accomplish 
thé same thing." 

George Schilling sald that ministers pald 
little attention as'a rule to matters of inter- 
est to the laboring classes, devoting their 
time to disseminating sound doctrines of 


The clergy had an ides that 
good and bad times were like good and bad 
weather—they could not be helped. The 
preachers shoved the responsibility off onto 
the Almighty’s shoulders, 

Dr. Goodspeed contradicted this assertion, 
and Schilling sald he desired to be corrected 
if he was wrong in his statement, but he 
read the sermons of a good many ministers 


Continuing, he sald it was a poor time to 
preach morality when a man was starving, 
and men, and women,*and young girls were 
forced into crime by lack of work. Replying 
to Dr. Goodspeed, Schilling sald the question 
of wages would regulate. itself. He hoped 
the Government would not interfere in the 
movement, because the eight-hour day would 
eventually be the great barrier against rev- 
olution, 

William Gleason followed with a brief ad- 
dress sustaining the views expressed by ‘his 
colleagues. He charged that too many man- 
ufactarers looked upon their men as so many 
machines, aud. treated them as such.

Death of John Humphrey Noyes, Founder 
of the Onelda Community. 


APRIL 24, 1886,

John Humphrey Noyes, founder of the Onelda 
(N. Y.) Community, is dead. He was born lu 
Brattleboro, Vt., on Sept. 9th, 1811. He di 
at his home at Niagara Falls, Ontario; on 
April 13th. Mr. Noyes was the father of the 
Perfectionista who peopled the Oneida Com- 
munity. He studied theology at Andover and 
New Haten, and was licensed to preach in 
1833, But ha was carrled away by a fanati- 
cal study of the Bible and by the frenzied 
preachings of revivalists under whose minis- 
trations he chanced to sit. He conceived al- 
together new ideas of the scheme of salva- 
tion, and devoted himself for the next twelve 
years to spreading his doctrines by “ preach- 
ing salvation from sin." He began his orig- 
ina! ministrations at Patney, Vt., the home 
of his parents, and his license as an orthodox 
preacher was annulled. He promulgated hia 
extreme Perfectionist” views by means of 
the Oneida Circular, and also published a 
number of books, Inclading The Second 
Coming of Christ,” “Bible Communism,” 
“Male Continence and Scientific Propaga- 
tion,” and others on kindred topics. In the 
course of time he drew about himself a band 
of some forty faithful followers at Patney. 
It was in 1845 that he first declared his pe- 
cullar views of the relations of the sexes, 


adopted them in practice. They professed to 
repudiate the doctrine of free love, but wom- 
en as well as goods were enjoyed in common 


women with men in social and commercial 
affairs was maintained. Their views were 


regarded by the good people about Putney |. 


with such disfavor that the little band of 
fanatics was driven by force and threats 
from the commanity. 

This led to a pilgrimage to Oneida, Madi- 
son County, N. V., where in 1845 the now 
famous Community was established with a 
membership which presently grew to over 
200. They started in with fortyiacres of un- 
tilled land, but in a little over twenty years 
the ^oarmunity, by industry aud thrift, had 
acquired 651 acres of land, abundant water 
power, and manufacturing interests repre- 
senting some $200,000, Hardware was among 
their manufactures, and silk was one of their 
chief products. Farming was, however, the 
general occupation. The system of complex 
marriage and the “unitary home“ worked 
its natural aud most melancholy results, 
which were seen in the younger generation 
which came up da Mr. Noyes's control of 
the Community. An 1479 it was found neces- 
sary to abandon (the. institution of complex 
marriage, and the other practices of the Com - 
munistic settlement fell Into disuse. The 
bellef of Noyes In a dual God, male and fe- 
male, iu whose image men and women are 
made, and of a sinless life, made so by un- 
selfish Intercourse up to the point of perfec- 
tion, is still shared by many survivors of the 
little band of early settlers at Ouelda, but 
the Community is without a leader and with- 
out honor in its own countty.
